As we begin our worship, all are invited to "examine 
themselves" (1 Cor. 11:28) during the Confession as we prepare to receive the Word and Holy 
Communion . Children of all ages may receive the sacrament! However, if parents prefer, small 
children may receive a grape given with the words, "Welcome to the Lord's Table." 

As we are anointed with oil at Holy Communion today, we are reminded that we are all in need 
of healing in one way or another. Sometimes, it's our bodies that need healing; sometimes it's 
our feelings that are hurt; sometimes it's our thinking that needs healing; sometimes it's a rela- 
tionship that is hurting; sometimes it's our faith in God that needs healing. If you wish to share a 
prayer concern with us at that time, you are more than welcome.

The Last Word 

Sitting in church doesn't make 
you a Christian any more than 
sitting in a garage makes you, a 
car as many have said 

Rather a shocking statement! 



Our first lesson today is Isaiah 58:9-14, but I sin- 
cerely hope that you will find time to read all of 
Isaiah 58. It is contrasting true and false wor- 
ship. God is speaking through His prophet 
Isaiah. He is telling the people that true worship is 
not found in rituals. It is so much more. True wor- 
ship is taking care of others-those who might be 
oppressed or in need of food, clothes, shelter or a 
kind word. It is being generous and compassion- 
ate. It is keeping the Sabbath Day holy. 

In our gospel lesson, Jesus is being criticized for 
healing a suffering woman on the Sab- 
bath. However, according to Isaiah 58, in having 
compassion for the woman and freeing her from her 
painful disability, Jesus was truly worshiping and 
keeping the Sabbath. How many times do we get 
caught up in nitpicky details and rituals? We forget 
what is most important. Churches are made up of 
people and where people gather in groups there will 
be rules. And rules have their place, but God 
through our Lord Jesus Christ has the last 
word! 

Dear Lord, Help us to worship as you would have us 
worship. Coming here is only a first step. Help us 
make it ever more pleasing to you. Amen

Have you ever misplaced your church directory and had to call the office for a phone 
number or contact information? Well, thanks to FAITHbOOK! all of this information is at 
the tip of your fingers! Finding contact information of fellow FCLC members is as easy as: 

1) Log-in to FAITHbOOK! 

2) Click on the "People" tab at the very top of the page (4th tab over from the left). 

3) Begin typing the name of the person you wish to search in the rectangular box. You 
will be presented with a list of names as you begin to type. 

4) If you just put your mouse over the name you want, a contact box will appear with all 
contact information! OR you can click on the name of the person, and you will be taken 
to their profile page.
